Rainfall Is 
Greatest 
In 15 Years 


SIERRA MADRE, COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA 


FRIDAY, MARCH 19, 1937 


Precipatation Recorded To 
Date More Than Double 
That Of Last Year 

Kiting rainfall figures here to 
the highest seasonal total since 
1921-22, the week’s three-day 
storm drenched the city with 2.82 
inches of rain and raised the to¬ 
tal for the season to 31.34 
inches, pumping plant readings 
showed yesterday. 

The rainfall figure at this 
time last year was only 14.99 
inches. The 1921-22 total was 
38.86 inches, while the highest 
seasonal total ever recorded here 
was 48.61 inches in 1889-90. 

Readings taken at the weather 
station maintained by Col. H. B. 
Hersey at 575 North Hermosa 
avenue showed a total of 34.11 
inches for the season and a 
storm total of 4.73 inches. Col. 
Hersey yesterday predicted gen¬ 
erally clearing weather over the 
weekend. 

Tying up interurban trolleys 
for almost three hours and slow¬ 
ing auto traffic to a snail’s pace, 
heavy downpours Monday after¬ 
noon brought almost two inches 
of rain, most of which fell dur-1 
ing the three-hour period from 
4:30 to 7:30 p.m. 

Dinners cooled as worried fami¬ 
lies of commuters waited until 8 
p.m. in many cases before the 
long-overdue members showed up. 

From 6 p.m. on the NEWS 
office was deluged with phone 
calls from frantic residents, manv 
of them fearing an accident had 
befallen members of their families 
who were due here on the 6 
o’clock car which failed to arrive 
for almost two hours. When the 
cars did get through, the 6, 7 
and 8 o’clock trains showed up 
in a bunch. 

Between 6 and 8 p.m. every 
parking place in the downtown 
area was filled and occupants of 
the cars hurried to the NEWS 
office for word as to when their 
overdue friends and relatives 
would arrive. 

Broadcasts were sent out by 
the trolley company on two Los 
Angeles radio stations to allay 
fears of families and relatives 
of storm-trapped shoppers and 
business men. 

During the height of the down¬ 
pour water coursed down streets 
at millrace speed, running curb- 
high along the south side of the 
boulevard west of Baldwin ave¬ 
nue. Kersting Court for a time 
was converted into a miniature 
lake. No local damage was re¬ 
ported. 

During the height of the storm 
a car driven by Deputy Sheriff 
Glen Losey of the Temple City 
sub-station stalled in a large 
washout on Sierra Madre Villa 
Road south of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. The washout was due to a 
stopped-up culvert.

Operators Of Pin And Other 
Machines Here Are Abid¬ 
ing By New Regulations 

Theer will be no repercussions 
in Sierra Madre from the anti¬ 
gambling ukase issued Monday 
by Sheriff Eugene W. Biscailuz, 
it was pointed out yesterday by 
Chief of Police G. G. McMillan. 

Chief McMillan, who was among 
the 100 police officials and city 
employees attending the sheriff’s 
“crime conference" Monday, point¬ 
ed out that operators of pin-ball 
machines here were instructed to 
shut down their machines follow¬ 
ing a meeting of police chiefs of 
Los Angeles county December 20. 

Operators here have made no 
attempt to reopen since then, al¬ 
though gambling in nearby cities 
and in adjacent county territory 
has gone on unchecked. 

Monday's conference was the 
upshot of a letter to the sheriff 
from Attorney General U. S. 
Webb, in which he charged that 
“the law violators in Los Ange¬ 
les county are now openly chal¬ 
lenging the official integrity and 
the official efficiency of the law 
officers of the county and of its 
various municipalities. 

“I am quite familiar with the 
claim that many of these ma¬ 
chines are played for amusement 
only, but you and I both well 
know that the gambler can make 
no profit on an amusement ma¬ 
chine,” Webb wrote. 

Games included under Webb’s 
ban are pin-ball machines, slot 
machines, tango and all other 
games of chance. 

Under the attorney general's 
ruling, the law will have to be 
enforced against gambling at 
charity functions, McMillan de¬ 
clared.

Glooms Will He More Plenti¬ 
ful And Last Longer Due 
To The Many Rains 

Nature’s most brilliant display 
of wild flowers in 20 years is 
pnxlicted for the latter part of 
April by Dr. A. L. Grant, botany 
instructor of the University of 
Southern California. 

“Abundant rains will probably 
make this season’s displays more 
colorful than two years ago, 
especially in the Arvin flower 
hills (near Bakersfield) and Mo¬ 
jave district,” said the instruc¬ 
tor. “Especially vivid will be the 
golden poppies, blues in lupines, 
reds of paint brushes, and varied 
hues of yellows, whites, and pink 
found in the bird’s-eye gilia, eve¬ 
ning primrose, owl’s clover, blaz¬ 
ing stars and thistle sage.” 

Sightseers are also advised to 
visit the San Diego back country 
and the Death Valley district a 
little later. According to the Na¬ 
tional Automobile Club, the back 
count,y of San Diego is blos¬ 
soming forth in its spring beauty. 
Hills are velvety green and bright 
yellow is appearing in the orange 
groves. The flaming ocotillo is 
now in full blossom along State 
Road 78 between Kane Springs 
and Julian. The Borego valley is 
one of the best sections in the 
South for desert growth. Here 
the long stems of the ocotillo rise 
to a height of 15 to 20 feet out 
of the desert sands. 

Recent rains promise a great 
wild flower show this season In 
Death Valley. Already the alluvial 
fans • are turning green and the 
earlier blossoms are appearing. 

The prospect is that wherever 
wild flower fields bloom, they 
will remain beautiful much longer 
this year than ordinarily, with the 
flowers in the snow covered 
mountains extending the season 
unusually late.
